Emphatic Expression of Approval of Course 
Pursued by British Columbia's Repre- 
sentative at Inter-Provincial Con- 
ference— At Rousing Meeting 
at the A. O, U. VV. Hall, 
Premier Explains His 
Position 



A STATESMANLIKE UTTERANCE 



"Now, lot mo nay again— the general opinion of all the local prime ministers, and of the federal prime min- 
ister, was that wo were entitled to special recognition. I at once (in line with what has been all along con- 
tended for by the different local administrations that have taken up this question of better terms) insisted upon 
anything that might be dono being done through the agency of a board of arbitrators. I said that those who 
were most expert, who wore best able to judge, had concluded that the only way that tho interests of British 
Columbia might bo conserved and justice done all parties concerned would be by proper reference of this ques- 
tion to a board of arbitrators— this board to consist of one arbitrator selected from the local, one trom the fed- 
eral and one from the Imperial governments. So that you see they would have a most representative body in- 
deed, and certainly men in whom you should be able to place every confidence and trust; men who could come 
right here on the spot and study the condiitons and see for themselves what wo have to cope with. 

" Now, wnen these gentlemen were good enough to say that they believed wo were entitled to special- 
recognition, and there was absolutely no question as to the justice of our claims, what fairer proposal could be 
made to that conference of local and federal prime ministers than that which I made, and which embodied a 
reference to arbitration of our claims?"— Premier McBride, at last evening's meeting.

X a most emphatic manner tho citi- 
zens of Victoria, lust evening, demon- 
strated their approval of the course 
pursued by Hon. Richard MoBride at the 
lnte conference of provincial premiers at 
Ottuwu — a large concour.se composed of 
all classes in the community, irrespec- 
tive of party allegiance, meeting liim on 
arrival o£ the Charmer from the luain- 
lund, escorting him to the A. O. U. W. 
hull, nnd applauding him to the echo as 
ho gave an account of his stewardship. 

There have been few occasions in tho 
history of British Columbia when there 
has been HUcii unanimity of feeling 
in respect to a great, public question 
as was evident last evening. Thougn 
it was only a few days ago that the 
suggestion was advanced that it Would 
bo appropriate to accord the returning 
premier some manifestation of approval 
of his course at Ottawa, the response on 
the part of the public was as spontaneous 
as it was universal. Though the bout on 
which the premier arrived got in at an 
earlier hour than was generally expected, 
there was a thoroughly representative 
gathering at the wharf to meet him; ami 
as the procession wended its way In the 
A. O. U. \V. hall the premier was greet- 
ed with cheers from the crowds which 
lined the route of procession. 
! The hall was speedily packed to the 
| doors by an audience which in its per- 
sonnel was one of the best ever gathered 
at a political meeting in Victoria, and 
cheer upon cheer greeted the premier as 
he took his seat upon the platform, fie 
spoke for a little over one hour, and 
during the entire time net one dis- 
senting voice was heard as to the state- 
ments he made and his explanation of 
his- position. 

That his course at Ottawa was an 
honorable one, thill he acted in the best 
interests of the province, and that he 
took the only consistent course open to 
him hi refusing the pittance offered Brit- 
ish Columbia in res t to its claim for 

better terms was the emphatic opinion 
of all present, and the meeting consti- 
tuted a veritable triumph in its unmis- 
takable contradiction of tho-eharges ot 
incompetency and neglect or duly pre- 
ferred against the premier. 

The Reception 
The Charmer, bearing tin! premier and 
Hon. It. CJ. Tallow, who had gone to Van- 
couver to meet him. arrived about 7:15. 
on the wharf to give him u welcome. 
Immediately the whistle of the steamer 
was heard the Fifth Regiment hand left 
Govornment street for the wharf, ac- 
companied by n large contingent of torch 
I bearers, which greatly increased the 
! number who were already gathered at' 
the dock.

'The majority of the passengers had 
left the steamer before Hon. F. G. Ful- 
ler, and the ollleers of the Conservative 
Association went on hoard to greet their 
returning leader. After a short wait the 
commanding figure of tho premier ap- 
peared coming down the gangway, nnd 
this was the signal for loud cheers, while 
Hie bund struck up "The Maple Leaf 
Forever." 

In waiting were n number of carriages 
which had been engaged for the occasion, 
the one set aside for Premier McBride 
being draped with the British Hag. As 
he stepped into the carriage he was 
again greeted with cheers. The proces- 
sion was then formed, and with the band 
leading, a start was made for the A. O. 
D. W. hall. 

In the carriage with the premier were 
Hon. It. G. Tallow, Hon. F. G. Fulton 
and D. M. Bbcrts, K. C; in the second 
carriage were L. W. Shutford, M. P. P., 
.1. L. Beckwith, II. Bishop and George 
Jay; the remainder of the conveyances 
being filled with other prominent. Con- 
servatives 

Turning on to Government street, a 
brilliant sight was presented, with the 
electrical illuminations across the thor- 
oughfare. At intervals along the route 
red fire was displayed and the throngs 
that lined the sidewalks greeted the re- 
turning premier with cheers. 

The procession proceeded along Gov- 
ernment street to Yates street and thence 
to the hall, where another ovation await- 
ed the premier as lie slopped from the 
carriage. 

The hull was fairly well filled before 
the party arrived, and when Premier 
McBride walked up the aisle with Mr. 
Heck with he was repeatedly cheered. 

After a short interval, during which 
the hall rapidlv filled up till every seat 
was taken, J. L Beckwith took the 
chair; on his right being Premier M e- 
Ilride and on his left Hon. R. G. Tatlow I 
and lion.

said anything since. 

If British Columbia had been re- 
presented when confederation was ac- 
complished by Mr. .McBride there would 
be no cause for a cry of ''better terms." 
It was very seldom that a premier of 
British Columbia had gone to Ottawa 
under the same conditions as Premier 
McBride; and it was all honor to him 
that he had stood on bis rights.

Instead of giving our case that consider- 
ation which Its Importance should com- 
mand, tho administration at Ottawa re- 
ferred it to a committee composed of men 
naturally [antagonistic endorsing any 
proposal which might, in tho slightest de- 
gree, affect the standing of their respec- 
tive provinces.'- Tills reference of our ease 
placed you In the position of u leader of a 
forlorn' hope, so far as securing any- sub- 
stantial OSt permanent relief for the .prov- 
ince, but you faced the situation bravely 
and unflinchingly, and single-handed, un- 
der the most adverse and disheartening 
circumstances, upheld our rlgfats and took 
a position which must convince all fnlr- 
imlnded men that British Columbia Is no 
longer prepared to suffer in silence under 
the disabilities imposed upon her by Ot- 
tawa. 

la assuring you that we regard your ac- 
tion in retiring from the conference ns the 
only alternative left you in the face of the 
latitude assumed by a majority of its mem- 
bers the only step compatible with your 

responsibility as the representative of 
British Columbia, holding- the dignity and 
'honor, the vital Interests and future In- 
dependence of your province paramount to 
all other considerations— we feel that we 
are expressing the sentiment of every loyal 
■British Columbian regardless of party, and 
we feel convinced, when the opportunity 
Is afforded them, the electors of the prov- 
ince will endorse the manly course which 
you pursued. 

Gross misrepresentation of your conduct 
and your motives, by a subsidized party 
press, falls to obscure the fact that you 
wre offered a most Inadequate sum for the 
absolute surrender of the rights of your 
native province, which you refused with 
rl'.ghteous Indignation, and to your own 
lasting honor and credit.

EXCEEDINGLY GRAVE 



The United States Cabinet Sees 
Chance For an Open Rupture 
With Japan 



WASHINGTON, D. C, Oct. 26,— 
At today's cubinet meeting 
among the important matters 
discussed was the situation growing out 
of the anti-American sentiment in Japan 
and the exclusion of Japanese children 
from the public schools of San Francisco. 
It was stated by n member of the cabi- 
net after the meeting that tho general 
opinion of the members .was that the 
Jnpanese situation was exceedingly grave 
and would require the most delicate 
treatment to avoid an open rupture. 

Japanese restaurant keepers as well as 
Japanese school children have suffered 
indignities in Sail Francisco, according 
to reports received by the Japanese am- 
bassador from the Japanese consulate 
officials in tbnt city. 

At least seven or eight reports have 
been made concerning a boycott inaugu- 
rated against Japanese restaurants in 
tho Pacific city. 

Agents have been posted to prevent 
patrons from entering the restaurants 
and in several instances stones have been 
thrown and windows broken, according 
to the statements of Japanese Officials. 
These cases have been brought to the 
attention of Secretary Boot by Viscount 
Aoki, who says it is with great reluc- 
tance that he brings to the attention of 
the federal government demonstrations 
against the Japanese, which are purely 
local, and was much gratified, at receiv- 
ing despatches which showed that the 
Japanese are for the most part attempt 
ing to check the feeling against Aineri 
cans. 

Secretary Metcalf of tho department 
of commerce and labor will go to San 
Francisco tomorrow to investigate and 
make a full report on the situation as 
affecting the Japanese trouble.

;TTAWA, ONT'., Oct. 26.— (Spe- 
cial). — The expectations of Ilia 
minister of railways that the 
surplus of receipts over working ex- 
penses of the government system of rail- 
ways for the fiscal year just closed 
would be in the vicinity of $200,000 has 
not been realized. The actual surplus ia 
officially announced as ,$50,800. This is 
a considerable improvement over the 
previous year, however, when the de- 
ficit was $1,355,202 while in 1004 it 
was ,$971,708.

Ballot Box Stuffer Sinclair 
lieved ot Criminal Res- 
ponsibility

Regjnn, Snsk., Oct 10. — The decision 
of the full court ill the Prince Albert 
ballot box stuffing was reached today. 
Judge Wctmore prepared the judgment, 
which is the conviction against the ballot 
box stuffer. James Sinclair. The full 
decision follows: 

. A suggestion was made at the hear- 
ing of this case that the learned judge 
should amend it by raising the question 
whether a common law offence had set 
out the . charge. It seemed, however, 
that tile counsel for the crown lit the 
trial distinctly asserted that he did not 
rely upon a common law offence _ but 
placed his right to a conviction entirely 
under seel ion Mf)4 of the code. Under 
such circumstances the learned judge 
refused to make the suggested amend- 
ment: and in my opinion was quite right 
in doing so because hp question with 
respect to a common law offence could 
have been submitted to the jury. The 
first question |o he decided is whether 
the charge with the particulars inclosed 
an offence under section 394 of the code 
! ' * * I am of the opinion that it 
does not * • * This section is 
found in part on 88 of the code, and that 
part, apart from some few sections 
which deal with marks on public stores 
and unlawful possession of such stores 
and receiving arms, clothing, etc., from 
soldiers or seamen or the like, deals with 
mutters of fraud.' 

Fine Hair-Splitting 

Section .•',04 is the only one that deals 
with conspiracy to defraud. The other 
sections that deal with fraud deal with 
fraud of a character which deprives a 
person of his property or right of prop- 
erty; something of a commercial or a 
tangible character. No provision of a 
substantive character is made' for pun- 
ishment of a fraud such as is alleged 
lo have been in the minds of the con- 
spirators that parliament intended lo 
make n conspiracy lo defraud in the way 
suggested by the charge in this case, an 
offence, and make no provision for a 
substantive offence of that character. 

I am of the opinion thnt the con- 
spiracy to defraud contemplated by sec- 
tion :i04 of the criminal code is not de- 
fraud in the sense set out in the charge 
ill this case, read with the light of the 
particulars set out ill the stated case. 
Some Rights Not Sacred. 

The conspiracy contemplated by the 
section is not one to defraud a candi- 
date of his hopes or expectations of being 
elected or the electors or the public of 
their hopes or expectations of having a 
certain Candida I e elected. The conspir- 
acy intended is one to deprive or de- 
fraud the public or any person of cer- 
tain substantial rights such as its or his 
property or means or something of a 
dlikc character. Mr. C'rankshaw in his 
work on the criminal code (2nd edition) 
at page 432 has set out a number of 
cases in which it has been heard that 
the section applies and these cases illus- 
trate, 1 think, very fnjMy what I intend 
to convey. 

The Ne*t Question to Split. 

The next question for consideration 
is whether the charges in (he light of 
the particulars, constitute an offence un- 
der section 527 of the code. That sec- 
tion is as follows: "Every person is 
guilty of an indictable offence and lia- 
ble to seven years imprisonment who in 
any case, not herein before provided for. 
conspires with any person to commii 
an indictable offence." ' 

The matters with respect to which the 
accused is alleged lo have conspired are: 

(1) To defraud Samuel James Donald- 
son, a candidate at the said election, 
from being returned thereat as a mom - 
her of the legislative assembly. 

(2) To defraud the electors of the 
electoral division by illegally obtaining 
the return of I'eter I >. Tyremnn as 
member of the said assembly, and 

(.'!) To defraud the public by procur- 
ing th ereturn of said 1'cte D. Tyreman 
as such member. 

Some Shady Excuses. 

The question arises, are these mai- 
lers with respect to which the conspir- 
acy was had indictable offences'/ If 
they are il would seem to me that the 
charge would hold under the section ol 
the code in question. If they are not 
it will not hold. It is very clear thai 
these matters do not amount to n stat- 
utory offence. I cannot find any statute 
which creates such matters an indictable 
offence. Then are these matters indic- 
table offences at common law I have 
looked into this question also and 1 
cannot find that they are.

Possibly the acts referred to In the 
particulars named, granting three addi- 
tional polling divisions subsequent to the 
issue of the returning officer's procla- 
mation and prior to nomination day 
withholding notice of granting of the 
three polling divisions from the' candi- 
dates. A. Donaldson, may have been 
a contravention of the territorial elec- 
tion ordinance, and, if so. it would he 
punishable under section 12S of that 
ordinance, but it would not lie an indict- 
able offence such as to bring it within 
the purview of section 027 of the code. 
Plenty of Laws, But— 
Section seven of the particulars is ns 
follows: "Conspiring to falsely lill in the 
poll books of the other three polling 
divisions the names of certain persons 
as having voted at the said three poll- 
ing divisions without such persons hav- 
ing voted thereat." 

It wus alleged that this was an in- 
dictable offence under section 503 of the 
code. That section is as follows: "Every 
one is guilty of an inilicttiUle offeucc 
and liable to seven years' imprisonment 
who wilfully (a) destroys, injures or 
obliterates or causes to be destroyed, 
injured or obliterated; (b) makes, 
causes to be made, any erasure, addi- 
tion of names or interlineation ol" names 
in or upon any writ id' election or any in- 
denture, poll book, voters list certificate, 
affidavit or report, or any document, 
ballot or paper made, prepared or drawn 
out according to any law in regard to 
Dominion or provincial, municipal or 
civic elections. 

No Hope for the Crown. 
It seems to me thai the furnishing 
of the particulars will not help the 
crown because the original charge is as 
I have already stated, namely, conspir- 
ing lo defraud Donaldson, the electoral 
division and the public respect ively ; 
that the gravamen id' the charge and 
dint will not support a charge under 
section 503 for making or causing lo 
be made an erasure or addition of names 
or interlineation of names in mi upon a 
poll book. I am of the opinion that 
such particulars cannot be referred lo 
for the purpose id' bolstering a charge 
under that section.' In order to make 
my meaning more clear I had better 
refer to the contention of the learned 
counsel for the crown. The particulars 
were furnished under paragraph 2 of 
section GIG of the code and section 617 
provides as follows: 

When any such particulars as 
aforesaid Is delivered, a copy should 
be given without charge to the accused 
or his solicitor, and il shall be entered 
In the record and the trial shall pro- 
ceed in all respects as If the Indictment 
had been amended in conformity with 
such particular." 

More Defence for Sinclair, 
t was urged that the particulars ho 
furnished by virtue of this provision 
became part of the charge. I am not 
of that opinion. They become part of 
the record for the purpose .if this trial 
—that Is, to limit the crown In so fai- 
ls the charge stated in such particu- 
lars. The charge itself was not amend- 
ed — the trial only proceeded as if it 
had been amended. 

Assuming paragraph 7 of the partic- 
ulars to contain a charge under section 
503 of the code, and l am not clear 
that it does I am satisfied that such 
particulars could not he lifted up and 
Incorporated In the original charge so 
as to form a charge under section 603 
which was not necessarily embraced 
by the original normal charge ns laid. 
I would very much like to see If it 
were done, how a warrant of commit- 
ment for enforcing any sentence of im- 
prisonment under section 503 would be 
ivorded. I must confess that my ingen- 
uity has not been able to conceive bow 
a warrant for that purpose could be 
made out under such circumstances. 
Hesitates on This! 
The question was nosed whether the 
several counts of the cnarge are valid 
in form. In so far ,us the first two 
counts are concerned, because it is not 
alleged that the conspiracy wua made 
by deceit, falsehood or other fraudu- 
lent means, and as to the third count, 
because the subject matter of the con- 
spiracy was not one In which the gen- 
sral public as such were concerned or 
with respect to which they could be 
defrauded, I do not I eel called upon to 
express a decided opinion upon these 
questions. In rtogina vs, Skelton, 2nd, 
Hamilton's reports, part 1, page 210, a 
charge was laid under section 147 of 
the code for making false solemn de- 
ilaratlon. Though the charge omitted 
to allege that the false declaration was 
made "with Intent to mislead," it was 
held thai the omission of that allega- 
tion did not vitiate the charge. I think 
if the decision is binding upon this 
court as at present constituted, we 
must hold the charge In .this case is 
good so far as the question I a in now 
discussing is concerned. 1 have al- 
ways had doubts whether that case 
was correctly decided in the respect 
mentioned and if I urn not hound b> 
that decision. I think I would be In- 
clined to bold the charges in this case 
bad in form. 

Relievos Sinclair Absolutely. 
But I very much doubt whether it 
Is open to the court to decide that 
question, because the learned trial 
judge informed me that no question of 
that sort was raised at the trial and 
certainly no such question was press- 
ed before this court at the first argu- 
ment at Calgary. It was raised by the 
members of the court arter argument. 
The second argument was directed for 
the purpose of discussing this ques- 
tion. Therefore. I cannot conceive that 
it was the intention of the trial judge 
to reserve any such question for the 
opinion of iliis court. Ii is true that 
ile> case as staled and the questions 
submitted are large enough <o cm- 
brace the points in question, but this 
court has repeatedly held that i; has 
no authority on the consideration of 
a stated case, to decide any Question 
not submitted by the case, and Inas- 
much as the learned Judge never in- 
tended to submit the question. I very 
much doubt whether we should decide 
the points raised as lo the form or 
validity of the charge. It is not, how- 
ever necessary to express any decided 
opinion upon the subject because I 
have come to the conclusion for the 
reasons previously stated In this judg- 
ment, that the conviction should be 
quashed.

The three Conservative premiers came 
from the province of Ontario, the 
province of Manitoba and the province 
of British Columbia — the three prov- 
inces thai, made the surplus In the 
federal treasury. I found that the 
other six came from New Brunswick, 



.-ur 



Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, the 
two new provinces and Quebec. And 
I found In the course of our delibera- 
tions when anything savored of a criti- 
cism of the conduct of the federal 
authorities, the views of these six men 
seemed to pretty nearly fall in line, 
while the views of the Other three at 
times were not letter for letter. it 
seemed to be a remarkable coinci- 
dence, but I thought afterwards that 
possibly the very near proximity of 
the federal cabinet had something to 
do with the situation. 

The First Business 

"Now, those of you who have follow- 
ed the proceedings of this federal con- 
ference, will have observed that our lirst 
business was a resolution, adopted un- 
animously, which endorsed the Quebec 
conference, with this reservation — that 
provinces who claimed to have special 
claims were charged to present them 
now, and were given the right so to do 
when we were to meet again with >^ir 
Wilfrid Laurier and his colleagues. Well, 
that meeting took place. The resolution 
was presented by Mr. Whitney and Mr. 
'Gouin. And then the lime funic to pre- 
sent the case of British Columbia. 

"You who have followed our case at 
all know well just what that amounted 
to. You all know how we have tried to 
emphasize, and fairly so. too, Ihc phy- 
sical conditions of British Columbia, 
which in themselves afford ample jus- 
tification for the treatment we were 
asking at the hands of Canada, .vnd I 
may say that I tried to bring out clearly 
and strongly these different points to 
which 1 have just referred, and with the 
ver.v gratifying result that when I had 
finished my address Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
said without secret he was of the opin- 
ion that British Columbia was entitled 

10 special i ognition. 

"But, however, the end was not yet. 
There was not thai unanimity that Lite 
federal authori I ies were looking for, and 
we had to go back ihto conference 
again. This was on Tuesday morning, 
and all 1 need say here was thai from 
that Tuesday until Saturday afternoon, 
when I withdrew from the conference, 
mainly the business thai was undertak- 
en was respecting tile special demands 
of the people i>f the province of British 
Columbia on the federal treasury. 
Fair Treatment Refused 

"Now, ladies and gentlemen. I found 

11 very hard indeed to gel what 1 con- 
sidered to be fair treatment for our pro- 
vince. Mv friend. Mr. Peters, of Prince 
Edward Island, was one of the gentle- 
men charged with passing judgment on 
the province of British Columbia, and 
he seemed to have very little conception 
of what the province of British Colum- 
bia was like. I used to tell my friend. 
Mr. Peters, thai we could lake his little 
province, and hide il away on one of 
our small districts here. For as you 
know Prince Edward Island is only 
about one hundred and sixty fifths the 
size of British Columbia, and I forget 
how much larger we are than New 
Brunswick ami Nova Scotia put to- 
got her. 

"But I cannot help telling you right 
here and now that what struck me 
throughout the whole conference — and 
especially in connection with Ihe pro- 
vince of Priuce Edward Island. New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia — was the 
keenness displayed on the purl of the 
prime ministers of those provinces lo 
get their extras under the Quebec con- 
ference and get back home, because 1 
found out that my gihxl friend. Mr. Pet- 
ers, was to get some $70,000; Mr. 
Tweedie some $200,000. Mr. Murrav 
some $200,000, and my friend Mr. 
Gouin was to get some' $600,000 over 
and above what they were lo get under 
Ihe terms of Ihe federal ion— a ver.v nice 
sum for those provinces, especially for 
the Maritime provinces, where we no- 
tice with some regret thai there has not 
been that progress and prosperity which 
has so marked the Western port of Clin- 
ode; and which has spre.-yl more or less 

Ihrougl the entire I union. 

Premier Peters Modesty 

"And I found, too, (hat the province 
lor which my good friend .Mr. Peters 
was securing the additional grant of 
$70,000 was for a province that had 
toduy a smaller population than when 
It came into federation some years 
ago. And I also found out that this 
same gentleman, Mr. Peters, only a Tew 
months ago had been so fortunate as 
to secure an appropriation of □ per- 
petuity of $30,000 a year, because It 
was claimed that some mall arrange- 
ments between the federal and colonial 
governments across me Straits of 
Northumberland had nut been carried 
out. So yon can see that mv friend 
Mr. Peters with hi.- utile province 
(some l-16oth the size of British Co- 
lumbia) was not coming off half badly, 
oio- hundred and live rnousand dollars 
a year. \'o wonder Iu- was very unx- 
lous to settle up tin- work of Ihe con- 
ference and pack his little trunk and 
go away clown home again. 

"And 1 found with regard to Mr. 
Tweedie. he expected to go away wilb 
the comfortable sum of $200,000. 1 
have tin- exact figure, hut I will not 
labor you with thosi> statistics this 
evening — and Mr. Murray the same. 

"And when we came lo Quebec, 
those who were studying the situation 
found that there was a keenness on 
the pari of Mr. Gouin to get his $d00,- 
000. I might say here that had It not 
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been for the persistence with which 
Mr. Qouin has followed np this ques- 
tion of better terms, we would not 
have lma this conference at all. For 
while down 'n Quebec I tried to make 
myself fain^'ar with the conditions 
generally, and I found that this gen- 
tleman has been giving Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier u .great deal of worry, and he 
was very., much, concerned with the 
condition of affairs In nls own prov- 
ince. 

A "Hurry Up" Programme 

"Koiv, oH these four gentlemen to 
whom I have jusi referred were very 
anxious to Set away from that con- 
ference with these very handsome 
annual contributions to their treasury. 
Then when w e came along to Ontario 
we found soiiie Indifference there on 
the part of the conference. At the 
same tinie, having endorsed Ihe Que- 
bec resolutions, we found that Mr. 
Whitney u nd his colleagues, so far as 
they consistently could, were anxious 
to niaKo the Work of the conference a 
success. 

"Then we come to Mr. Roblin, pre- 
mier of Manitoba, who is a splendid 
sample of a Canadian man. He was 
one of our strong men championing 
ilo- position taken at the Quebec con- 
ference, and was anxious for better 
terms. 

'Then when we come to the two new 
provinces, those provinces which have 
been so' handsomely nnd generously 
Heated by llie federal government, while 
we found ibi'iii now very eager or anx- 
ious about Bl'ei-lul terms, they were ver.v 
anxious to see (hat their voles were on 
record whenever (here was a division of 
conference. Those ace Liberals — Mr. 
Scott and .Mr. Rutherford. 

"Then we eoiue lo the province of 
British Columbia — n province with spe- 
cial renditions and wilh the right lo de- 
mand special recognition (Cries of hear, 
hear.) And as I say, ladies and gentle- 
men, I ilij not spare myself in trying to 
make our case us strong and as clear as 
circumstances would permit when I was 
given the opPOftuuity of presenting ii lo 
the federal pHwe minister nnd his col- 
leagues. On ilint occasion Mr. Lemieu, 
Mr. Kieldint? "'id the minister of justice, 
Mr. Ayles worth, were present. Now, let 
me say again the general opinion of all 
llie local prime ministers, and of the fed- 
eral prime minister was that we were 
entitled to special recognition. I, al 
once (in line with what has been all 
along contended for by the different local 
adininistrnti° ns il' 1 ' 1 have taken up lliis 
question of 1'etier terms), insisted upon 
anything 1I111I might be done being done 
through the agency of a board of 
arbitrators. 1 said thai those who 
were most expert, who were best 
nhle lo judge, had concluded that 
the only way that the interests of 
British Columbia might be conserved 
and justice done all parties concerned 
would 1h> by proper reference of this 
question to a board of nrbitrnlnrs. This 
hoard lo consist of one arbitrator select- 
ed from the local, one from Ihe federal, 
and" one from the imperial governments, 
so thai you see they would have a most

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RECEPTION TO MR. McBRIDE. 

The Hon. Mr. McBride hits every rea- 
son to feel gratified at the reception he 
received last night at the hands of" the 
people id' Victoria, ll shewed that there 
is a general feeling of admiration of the 
manner in which he stood up for the 
rights of the province under exception- 
ally difficult circumstances a; Ottawa. 

Hut while the reception was signitlcual 
and complimentary, it was uol nearly a s 
impiirtanl from a public point "1' view 
as ids remarks in reply to the aildress 
presented to him tit tie' public mcctiug. 
Olr. McBride deserves much praise for 
a dispassionate, clear, concise ami force- 
ful statement uf his mission and its re- 
sult. He made not the slightest effort 
lo catch the applause of a friendly aud- 
ience, although lie received a great 
deal. His attitude throughout was emi- 
nently correct, and becoming to the re- 
presentative minister of n great pro- 
vince, tt-hicli lias boon seeking justice, 
only to have it denied. He was perfectly 
fair tn those whose conduct he fell 
obliged to criticize, fie was kindly in 
his personal allusions. He was moderate 
in his description of his own line of ac- 
tion, lie was modest ill his reference 

to himself. We congratulate him very 
heartily upon his speech, ami we still 
more congratulate the province thai it 
lias in its h'irsi Minister a geutlemau, 
wlm is so completely the master of the 
greatest question now before the peo- 
ple, and who has shown himself aide lo 
discuss it la a calm and judicial manner, 
without importing into it anything thai 
is calculated to divert public attention 
from it. Sir. SIcBride's position will be 
sustained by the people of British („'ol- 
unihiii, independently of politics. 

Speaking again of the reception ac- 
corded him, he inosl thoroughly deserv- 
ed it. He went to Ottawa to press the 
exceptional claims of this province. He 
has succeeded in Having tlieni recognized 
by the Premier and Finance Minister of 
Canada and conceded by the premiers of 
all the proviucess in Canada. This was 
worth going for. It leaves the way clear 
I'm- Ltritish Columbia to secure every- 
thing to which she is reasonably entitl- 
ed, and she asks nothing more. This de- 
served a popular demonstration of ap- 
proval. The Colonist joins its welcome 
to that ul' the citizens of Victoria, and 
desires to assure .Mr. McHride that, lis 
fur as it is aide to judge, his course will 

teceive tl mlorscmenl of the people of 

iKritisli Columbia as no nei ,,f any pub- 
lic man in many years has received it. 



Lion, and thus, by renson of the honesty 
of the Colonist in at once rectifying an 
error into which it had been led by im- 
perfect telegrams, it gave its readers for 
the first time - a' statement of what the 
conference really recommended. Pre- 
vious to .Monday last, the Colonist 
thought that the conference had Hot 
recommended any change hi the pur cap- 
ita subsidies, and the Times was under 
the impression thai the conference had 
recommended their abolition, and the sub- 
stitution therefor of subsidies that could 
never exceed .fJ-NUHH) a year. \Ve ven- 
ture to say that our contemporary would 
not have discovered that We were mis- 
taken if we had not ourselves said so. 
The Colonist makes no claim to infalli- 
bility, lint it does claim lo lie honest. 

If the Colonist had known earlier 
what it learned when it read the official 
summary, its observations would hardly 
have been as temperate as they were. If 
it had known that the Province of Ont- 
ario, for example, was. to receive every 
year hereafter, provided the recom- 
mendations of the conference arc acted 
on, more additional revenue from the 
Dominion than the conference proposed 
to give British Columbia altogether in 
consideration of the exceptional nature 
of the problems with which it lias to 
deal, and thill Quebec' was to receive 
nearly as much every year, we fear that 
it would have been difficult to have 
treated the case without exceedingly 
strong expressions of indignation. If -Mr. 
McUride was justified in withdrawing 
from the conference on the state of fads 
as presented in the telegrams, and near- 
ly everyone. Liberals as well as Conser- 
vatives, admitted that he was, he was 
teu-fohl more justified by the actual con- 
ditions under which his withdrawal look 
place.

Two days after 
this comment appeared, we pointed oul 
fo the Times the error into which it hail 
fallen: loll it did not think it worth while 
to make any correction at the time, nor 
has it made any since. Its mistake was 
not wholly inexcusable, for like ihe Colo- 
nisi, it had not been put in possession 
of the. facts of the case. N'eitlier Ihe 
Times nor the Colonist knew accurately 
what had occurred at lite conference un- 
til last. Monday, and we were mil alone

THE PUBLIC POINT OF VIEW. 

The Loudon .Morning Post, referring 
in a recent issue to the defeat of the 
Balfour government, said that it was 
due to the fact Llllll -Mr. Balfour ami his 
colleagues "hud lost the public point of 
view." The expression Is a good one. A 
government, if it would retain the confi- 
dence of the people, must meet the views 
of the people, it liuist take note of the 
drift of public sentiment, and shape its 
policy accordingly. To say this is not 

10 suggest that a government ought to 
he time-serving. It is simply a recog- 
nition of ihe fact that the people of a 
country, enjoying representative institu- 
tions, ought to he the real rulers of it. 
Occasionally a mail of transcendent tal- 
ents arises who can shape public opinion 
to suit his views; occasionally some one 
discovers a line of policy which attracts 
popular support: hut in the main the 
successful ministries are those which fol- 
low, rather than attempt to lead, public 
opinion. Tin- most conspicuous illustra- 
tion of the value nl'w-atehing the trend 
of public thought, afforded hy the his- 
tory of Canada, was the victory of Sir 
John .Maedonald in ISSS. .Mr. Macken- 
zie hail, lo use the language of the Post, 
"lest the public point of view." The 
Laurier ministry at the hist general elec- 
tion held il. The details of that min- 
istry's policy might be, ami undoubtedly 

were. o| to the strongest criticism, bill 

the ministry stood for what the people 
were looking for. am! hence were suc- 
cessful. These two idsttinees are espe- 
cially interesting, because in ihe Hrsl il 
was ihe leader of Ihe opposition, who 
i,osse<sed himself of Ihe public poinl of 
view, and ill the second case the leader 
if the government. 

THE WATER BY-LAW. 

Very little is being said in the news- 
papers aboiti the water by-law upon 
which the ratepayers are lo vole on No- 
vember 5th. The money raised is to he 
expended in extending the 24-inch main 
to the lake: in improving ihe distribution 
system; ill erecting a reservoir some- 
where between St. Charles street and 
Itoekhmd avenue; in cleaning Ihe lake, 
- m d in ascertaining Ihe collectible water t 
in the Highland district. The amount | 
which the ratepayers are asked lo au- 
thorize the city council lo borrow is 
$)UO,tKH>; the rate of intercsl is to he I 
per cent, and Ihe debentures are in he a 
charge upon the land and improverneuls 
within Ihe city. So far as cleaning I he 
hike and ascertaining the value of the 
Highland district as u source of supply 
go, there will hardly he any difference of 
.pinion among the ratepayers. There 
i, ill he very little objection to the erec- 
tion of Ihe reservoir or lank 01) the high 

land in il astern pari of the city. The 

distribution system needs improvement. 
vVhcn it comes, however, In the expendi- 
ture of Ihe laige siun necessary lo extend 
the I'l-iueli main to the lake, we are on 

exe lingly debatable ground. Until it 

is decided thai we shall continue lo look 
to Klk lake for our water supply, such 
an outlay would seem lo be exceedingly 
unwise. We know very little ithotit 'the 
Highland district as yet. Possibly the 
city can gel so iiiuch water there that 
it will he inadvisable to contemplate any 
improvements upon Ihe pipe line to Klk 
Inlce. If the proposed new supply shall 
l,e found to he ample, and if il can he 
stored al till altitude sufllcienl to give 
ample force by gravity alone to serve 
the needs of the city, il would seem lo 
In' folly to contemplate turning any of 
the water into Elk hike. Conceding that 

11 will he found desirable to resort to the 
Highland district, we hardly think any 
one is iii a posiiionjo siiy whether or not 
the supplj from thai soul will be in- 
dependent of the bilk lake supply. If il 
will he, why go to Ihe needless expense 
of laying a 24-inch main to the lake'.' 
If ihe Highland urea will not furnish us 
with enough water for many years lo 
come under a gravity pressure, if the 

idea is to gather water there to supple- 
ment what we gel from Klk lake, il oc- 
curs to its that we hail better leave it 
alone, lint W'e are wholly in sympathy 
with the Idea of liudlng out \ylin f the 
Highland district is forth as a source of 
supply,

representative body indued, mid certainly 
men in whom you should be able to place 
every confidence and trust — men who 
could come, right here on the spot and 
study the conditions and see for them- 
selves what, we have to cope with. 

Now, when these gentlemen wore 
good enough to say that they believed 
we were entitled to special recognition, 
and there was absolutely no question 
as .to the justice of our claims, what 
fafrerj proposal could bo made to v th'at 
conference of local and federal prime 
ministers than that which I made, and 
which embodied a reference to arbi- 
tration of our claim?" t Cries of "None 
whatever" in audience). 

"But how was I met there? It 
struck me, sir, that on every occasion 
I had to go on record, you might say 
officially, with regard to things that 
were transpiring in that conference, 
while at times Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
hia colleagues wore entitled to take a 
most prominent part In our delibera- 
tions, but were able to do so In an un- 
official way. Now, I Insisted, as 1 
had a perfect right to do, owing to the 
reservation in the original resolution, 
and having secured an expression of 
opinion from the conference that we 
were entitled to special recognition, I 
had a further right to demand that this 
question of better terms for the prov- 
ince of British Columbia should be 
submitted to arbitration for considera- 



tion. How was it considered? There 
was an expression uf opinion from the 
prime minister of Canada that was by 
no means satisfactory to me. I sald 
when the prime minister had delivered 
himself of his view tuat I believed he 
had' said so and so, and I wis very 
careful In following him to make no 
mistake in my repetition and my ac- 
count of what he had delivered _ offi- 
cially to the .conference as his views. 
But though Sir Wilfrid nodded his 
head and said it was quite right, Mr. 
Fielding did not see eye to eye with 
him. And the result of thnt days de- 
liberations was that on the next day 
a formal minute was presented by the. 
federal ministers embodying the view 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurler. Now, I was. 
under the. impression that that minute 
would be a very short minute, because 
in our discussion it took a very short 
while. However, 1 found thnt the next 
day when the formal minute was read it 
was prettv nearly two pages. Ami when 
that formal minute is printed ami dis- 
tributed to the people of British Colum- 
bia, and you have had an opportunity 
of reading it— what wiU you find .1 

"Von will Bnd that Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rler says: 'You will not have arbitra- 
tion. I don't want you, Mr. McBride, 
to go back to the people of British Co- 
lumbia and say you won't have arbitra- 
tion—but 1 will put it up to the confer- 
ence, and see what they think; let them 
shoulder the responsibility.' And that is 
substantially what that minute amount- 

6 "S°ir Wilfrid and Mr. Fielding most 
emphatically advised the conference that 
they could never, so far as their judg- 
ment would bring them, see how an ar- 
bitration could satisfactorily settle a 
question of that kind, and they were very 
kind and generous and very fulsome m 
giving their advice along these lines, With 
the result that when finally congress 
came to pass on this question as to 
whether or not our claims might be sub- 
mitted to a board of arbitration for set- 
tlement, why, the majority of the con- 
ference said 'No.' These gentlemen, who 
were Liberals, said they could not see 
how this question could be satisfactorily 
settled by arbitration, and Mr. Whitney 
and Mr. Itoblin voted with them. 

"Well, still 1 held out. Still 1 insisted 
that we were entitled to such a board of 
arbitration, as 1 considered that was the 
proper way to investigate our case, and 
to learn the condition that existed in our 
province in all its details. And the re- 
sult of this part of our convention work 
found itself in the form of a resolution 
submitted by Mr. Whitney and Mr. 
Peters, stating that the conference was 
of the opinion, and would place itself on 
record accordingly, that British Columbia 
was entitled to special recognition. (Cries 
of hear, hear.) . 

"I said, 'Gentlemen, I wish to do 
nothing thnt would obstruct the business 
of our meeting. 1 wish to do nothing 
that would cause the. slightest feeling In 
this conference. 1 wish to do nothing 
that would make any man here feel that 
I had come from the province of British 
Columbia for the purpose of making llns 
question of better terms a partisan ques- 
tion And I appreciate very much what 
vou have done in making this resolution 
setting forth that the conference of 
prime ministers believe that the people 
of British Columbia are entitled to spe- 
cial recognition.'

that as soon ns a country became Illicit- 
ly populated a great deal of our business 
iii the way of civil government might be 
carried on in a less expensive 
fashion than it is today. And taking 
our population today at 240,000 people 
we would get §1.00 per head more than 
the subsidies which the other provinces 
were getting. Then as we grew larger 
and larger that amount would be de- 
creased until finally when the province 
might have attained a population of— 
say two and a half million of people — 
we would be entitled in perpetuity for 
all time to come to an extra allowance 
of 25 cents per head after we had come 
to the population of two and a mif mil- 
lion. 

Special Claims Admitted 
"Now. when the conference accepted 
the responsibility of saying we were en- 
titled lo special recognition, it oughl to 
have followed that to iis logicnl conclu- 
sion. For instance, the premises thnt 
that hud led lilt to that conclusion were 
these— thai our physical conditions jus- 
tified that trentmenl ; our mountains and 
our slronms. ami our vast extent of ter- 
ritory. (Cries of Hear, hear and loud ap- 
plause!. Anil the fact thai we are away 
on) here in the West, with the Pacific 
off mi that side, and Uncle Sam to tire 
north and south of us. and the great 
Territories of Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta to the east of us: a tremendous 
province lo govern — and the richest pro- 
vince of Canada. With mountains, 
whose records of late so far as mineral 
deposits are concerned, are showing 
themselves as being possibly the richest 
in the world: but yet at the same time 
u province presenting physical obstacles 
in the way of road construction and de- 
velopment generally, thus necessitating 
the expenditure of a great deal of 
money indeed to carry on the govern'-' 
mcnt of the country. Now. there was tin 
more graphic way in which you could 
show the conference that these physical 
conditions were of so much moment 
than by pointing out the cost of road 
building, particularly in the mountain 
section of British Columbia as compared 
with similar work in the other provinces 
and they could see at. a glance that 
there was no comparison. 

Final Action of Conference 

"Now, then, Indies and gentlemen, you 
must see what a feoliug of discourage- 
ment possessed me when the final action 
of the conference was to offer me ^ 1(H),- 
(100 — for leu years only. I said: Mf you 
can limit, the age of those mountains to 



ten years (Laughter and applause) there 
might be some reason for such an offer, 
but such a condition being entirely out 
of the question in the West 1 am afraid 
I cannot meet you. My scheme for set- 
tlement was not accepted. There was 
nothing but this §100,000 payment for 
ten years, and I was given clearly to 
understand that I need expect nothing 
further. 

"I understand thnt press reports have 
it that subsequently Mr. Fielding ap- 
proached me and said that he would take 
the responsibility of offering the sum of 
S.'IO.OM) in perpetuity to the province of 
British Columbia, and §-10,000 for ten 
years to come. Well, 1 simply looked 
at Mr. Fielding and snid I was very 
sorry 1 could not accept, but such a 
thing was absurd; it was out of the 
question. You know very well, gentle- 
men, that $30,000 per annum would not 
build a piece of trunk road in any of our 
mountain sections. (Hear, hear.) And 
as to §10,000, the thing was ridiculous 
in the extreme. 

"All throughout the proceedings what 
1 tried to do, ladies and gentlemen, Grit 
and Tory, was to impress upon the peo- 
ple of Eastern Canada that I had not 
come to Eastern Canada to beg (Loud 
and continued applause) for British Co- 
lumbia (Cries of hear, heart; but that I 
had come from the cnpital of British 
Columbia lo ask them for the rights of 
British Columbia. (Cries of hear, hear.) 

"My friend, Mr. Peters — he was ver 
anxious thnt he should go back with 
that §70,000, and no matter how his pop 
ulation decreased that §70,000 would be 
a fixture. 

His Course Approved Of 
"Now, ladies and gentlemen, fol 
lowing on the offer which Mr. Field 
ing made me, and which was made 
in a most kindly way — and I 
would not have given it publicity here 
tonight were it not that the Liberal pa- 
pers have taken the matter up — I may 
say that I .-was- approached by several 
of the members of the conference, and 1 
was asked if 1 would not consent to 
make the business of the meeting uni- 
form, and consent, to implement imper- 
ial legislation which would give them 
better terms; and asked if 1 would send 
in n letter saying that if British Colum- 
bia gol that §100,000 she would be very 
grateful for it anyway. Well, I could 
not do that either, anil as you will 
know, gentlemen, when finally it was 
quite patent that 1 should be compelled 
to remain and be a party to proceedings 
that passed judgment on us to the ex- 
tent of $100,000 and no more, I felt 
that the only course open for me was 
to withdraw from the conference. (Loud 
applause). 

Exerted Every Effort 
"1 do not want you lo forget that the 
question of British Columbia's position 
was taken up immediately after wc as- 
sembled on Monday, and the question 
of British Columbia's position was pret- 
ty near the sole topic of discussion from 
Tuesday up to the time of my withdraw- 
al. And do not forget that at. all times 
I did everything possible to make the 
proceedings harmonious, and to see that 
our business was done in such a fashion 
as would commend itself to the people 
of the Dominion. (Applause). We were 
all there representing different govern- 
ments; we were men ami not boys, and 
we were there to do serious business. 
And it was not until there was no other 
course open but for me lo withdraw, 
when I had heard the sentence pronounc- 
ed against me, that I finally decided the 
only honorable course for me lo pursue 
was lo cease to remain a member of the 
conference, and to explain my reason 
for taking the step that 1 did. If I have

done anything wrong in taking that ac- 
tion 1 am reudy and willitfg to go before 
the peopla of British Columbia, and 
take the responsibility for it. (Cries or 

hear, hear.) 

"What would a Liberal prime minis- 
ter have done if he had gone to Ottawa 
under the same conditions.' 1 really 
suppose, ladies and gentlemen, there is 
onlv one answer, and that answer is 
isimply this. He would have gotten down 
on his knees and taken the §100,000, and 
gone home. (Loud and continued ap- 
plause.) Well, ladies and gentlemen, I 
say again to vou that I had no commis- 
sion from the people of British Columbia 
to act in that way— ami when 1 speak 
of the 'people of British Columbia I 
speak of all the people— regardless of 
political classes. > 
Many Kindly Greetings 
V'l'ou may rest assured that nothing 
has pleased me so much since coming 
back into British Columbia as the many 
kindly gret tings 1 have received from 
very many prominent Liberals, all me 
way from the Rockies to Vancouver. 11 
1 hnve met one. 1 have met perhaps a 
hundred, asd they have not hesitated to 
tell me, Mr. Chairman, that they fully 
and heartily endorsed the position 1 had 
taken down at Ottawa, and they would 
stand by me, and see that the stand 1 
had taken would meet with the endorse- 
ment of the people of British Columbia. 

"Well, now, ladies and gentlemen, .Mr. 
Fielding, who as you well know , next to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier is: the most promi- 
nent' of the federal ministers, when ex- 
pressing himself in conference and out 
of conference with regard to our claims, 
made no hesitation in saying that al- 
though he bad onlv been here once, and 
that but a few months ago in connection 
with the tariff revision, lie was quite 
satisfied thnt British Columbia was en- 
titled to special recognition. And you 
may rest assured that when I had se- 
cured such an emphatic admission from 
Mr. Fielding, as well as such an out- 
spoken open admission from the federal 
prime minister of tho justice of our 
claims I was compelled to withdraw from 
the city of Ottawa very downcast, in- 
deed. 

Only One Course 

"1 say to you again that there was 
absolutely no other course for inc to 
pursue if I proposed acting 111 a consis- 
tent fashion and were I to go there 
with similar responsibilities tomorrow I 
would take precisely the same course. 
(Loud applause.) 

"While it has not been said officially, 
and While it has not, been made a matter 
of record,"! can tell you ladies and 
tlemen that members of that convention 
before I left the city of" Ottawa came to 
me and told me unofficially that under 
similar circumstances they would have 
done the same thing as I had done. 
(Cries of hear, hear.) 'However, whether 
that may have been the case or not, I 
say — speaking for tho province of .Bri- 
tish Columbia, and mindful of the re- 
sponsibilities which 1 had laid upon 
me— 1 could hnve done nothing other 
than what I did do, and 1 am very 
pleased indeed to find such a good ex- 
pression of opiniou^. throughout the 
length and breadth of the province fav- 
orable to that lino of.uctlon. (Loud ap- 
plause.) 

British Columbia's Duty 

"Now, ladies and gentlemen, I do not 
wish to detain you any longer in speak- 
ing to this question of Better Terms. 
No doubt as time goes on a great deal 
more prominence will be given to it 
than it lias ever before had in the poli- 
ties of this country. Vou well know that 
it has been decided by the Federal auth- 
orities — at least wojiayo been told by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier— that ' before any- 
thing in the way of Belter Terms for 
the provinces ' will be effective, there 
must be Imperial legislation, and before 
that is accepted there must be unanimity 
among the provinces, mid all provinces 
must fall In line. Now, it will certainly 
be up to the province of British Colum- 
bia when the Federal authorities ap- 
proach the Imperial parliament with n 
request that the Act: of Union be amend- 
ed, lo make good wdiat she has attempt- 
ed to do for the past seven years, and 
in particular what she has very recent- 
ly tried to do down at Ottawa, and it 
will be up to the province of British 
Columbia to spare no effort in seeing 
that her case is presented in all of its 
details, and let the Imperial authorities 
be made aware of the fact that the peo- 
ple of British Columbia will never rest 
satisfied until they get British fair play. 
(Loud cheers.) 

Nothing to Compromise 
"There is nothing to compromise in 
tli is case. We tire either right, or we 
are wrong. We say we have these spe- 
cial claims, and now that they have been 
recognized by our sister provinces uud 
by the federal authorities wo nre in a 
much better position to come before 
them. And there must be that further 
step, and we must be placed in it posi- 
tion to get a sufficient amount from the 
federal treasury as our appropriation. 
When we go to the Imperial authorities 
with one voice, and tell them how serious 
this question is to us, you may conclude, 
and rightly too, I think that we will be 
treated as we deserve. Some years ngo 
the province of British Columbia was 
compelled to go lo the Mother Country 
in order to have ccrtniu compacts that 
had been made between the federal gov- 
ernment and the local authorities carried 
out. There was a strenuous tight, and 
you only had a handful of people here 
ia those days. You had not the trans- 
portation facilities you enjoy here today, 
ami you were then a greater stranger 
than you are today, but you made your 
appeal to the Mother Country, and you 
were given fair play. (Chics of bear, 
hear. I 

A Strong Case 
"I say to you tonight, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, ' that with all the modern appli- 
ances you now enjoy in those days, with 
tho Canadian Pacific railway, with the 
Grand Trunk Pacific and Canadian 
Northern railway reaching your borders, 
with your splendid telegraphic equipment 
and excellent mail facilities, with all of 
these things, and wilh the tolerably gootl 
acquaintance with your Kastern sisters, 
and that your Eastern brothers and sis- 
ters have of Western conditions — how 
much stronger should be your case when 
you go down to West minster and lay 
these matters before the proper authori- 
ties. We must approach this question 
as loyal Britishers. (Hear, hear.) 
We must take these mutters up in a 
constitutional fashion. We Tfuow thnt. un- 
der I he Union Jack we may expect to 
gel British fair play. (Loud cheers.) Let 
me tell you that we propose to follow 
our case along constitutional lines. I am 
speaking now as the Conservative load- 
er, and as such I say we believe in the 
justice of. our cause. We say our de- 
mands are reasonable and fair, and if 
Ottawa is so shortsighted' to take them 
up, 1 say — Let us go to (he 'Motherland, 
ami have tbeni give them the right mid 
proper attention. (,Loiul applause.) 
A Final Word 
"Now, one word more ladies and gen- 
tlemen, and I am done. But before clos- 
ing I think perhaps a final word is due 
you with regard to the proceedings do wn 
at Ottawa. Tim press has been very 
anxious to make.it appear to the people 
of British Columbia that all sorts of 
things bad happened down nt Ottawa, 
and iu making my statement here, to-

night 1 have endeavored to give you a 
true account of my actions while at the 
Canadian capital. I am your servant 
and it is only right 1 should account to 
you. While there I tried to remember 
the responsibility of my position and 1 
tried to discharge for the people of this 
province that responsibility as best I 
could. (Loud applause.) 

"As you know, ladies and gentlemen, 
our taxes are pretty heavy. Our cost of 
road building is a pretty heavy sum, and 
there can be no question Cut that when 
the Grand Trunk Pacific ami the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway companies com- 
mence to open up that wonderful sec- 
tion of country that lies in the valleys 
of the Stickine and tributary rivers you 
will be called upon, to face expenditures 
there ' which will run away up in • the 
millions, You will have to build them 
their roads, you -^ill have to give them 
their schools, and their constabulary. 
You will have to care for Unit country, 
and -it will bo a v long time before you 
can expect to receive anything from 
that country that will bo at all adequate 
to meet the expenditure. 

"And anticipating these things, it is 
your duty now to Deo that your claim 
calls for special recognition and you 
spare no effort to make it good, and I 
am quite satisfied you will make it 
good." (Loud applause.) 

Chairman Beckwith then rend a tele

Hold."

should be thoroughly gone, into, and in 
his opinion Premier McBride bad taken 
the only course open to him. He agreed 
witli the statement of the premier that 
he did not go to Ottawa "with his bat in 
his hand," but all that was wanted was 
rights of the province.. He denied the 
right of the Hon. Mr. Kidding to pro- 
mise Mr. McBride a better arrangement 
if he returned to the conference, mid 
he was pleased that Mr. McBride had 
properly turned down the offer, anil re- 
fused the mean move made by Mr. 
Fielding. He could only sum it up as an 
attempt to try his apprentice hand on a 
British Columbian without a knowledge 
of British Columbia horn statesmen. 
His knowledge of the claim for better 
terms he said was somewhat limited^ 
but since lie had resided in British Col- 
umbia be had seen llie efforts of succes- 
sive premiers in their, .attempt to secure 
a measure of justice. It was absurd that 
the claim of British Columbia should be 
submitted to a conference of men who 
had never been to British Columbia and 
ditl not know what was required; nnd 
he Was surprised that this attempt 
should have been made by the Federal 
representatives. If n person had to he a 
conservative to approve of the conduct 
of Premier McBride he would have to 
bow to the yoke, for he certainly ap- 
proved of the course taken by him at 
Ottawa. Until the. visit of Mr. McBride 
llie Easterners hud.. never been shown 
the manner of meti : 'f,liiit are at the head 
of affairs, in British Columbia; and it 
was- former represeiiltitives' cusfoin to 
speak of British CoJlimbia in u whisper, 
take what was offered and then take 
•' cii bugs and hurry back home, but 
now it was different. When it wits clear- 
ly shown that it was not the intention 
of the conference to grant any ot the 
claims of Premier iYIcllride, the latter 
adopted the only course open to him, 
and withdrew from the conference. As a 
British Columbian he was proud of the 
stand that had beeh taken by Premier 
.McBride. The claims of British Colum- 
bia were pure, hard fuels, and they 
would have to be thoroughly investigat- 
ed; and if the federal government did 
not do il there was still one course 
open — which was to take it to the high- 
est tribunal in the land where they were 
sure of obtaining British fair play. (Ap- 
plause. I 

W. Blakemore 

W, Blakemore was then called on. He 
did not intend to lake up much time and 
would not try to explain the question of 
better terms. He congratulated Mr. 
McBride on his able address and said 
that it had been clearly shown that big 
(liiestiiins should he handled by big men. 
lie took it on himself to say from the 
address made by the premier and the 
Stand he had taken al Ottawa, he had 
shown he was big enough to take care 
of tiny question for British Columbia. 

He was nt" the opinion thai the claim 
for better terms was a question that 
should he taken up by every person in 
British Columbia, whether Liberal or 
Conservative, and should be fought for 
the betterment of the province. He was 
glad that .Mr. McBride had returned 
without the "mess of pottage" and he 
thought thai British Columbia was rich 
enough lo lake lite stand that if she 
could not get her due she ditl not want 
anything. 

He urged the people to prepare liiera- 
selves for the HgJil lluil would soon re- 
sult from the question of better terms. 
All British Columbia wanted was her 
rights and nothing more. And if they

When the oflol" was 
figured mil it would lie seen thai the 
lotal was ridiculously low. The Domin- 
ion of Canada had taken $42,000,000 
from British Columbia nnd have today 
£15,000,000 belonging to British Colum- 
bia in the treasury, and in nil urn they 
offer lis $30,000 a year! Was that a 
good offer? Any change nmde in the 
■a j laws of confederation would have to he 
! made in London; nail till the laws were 
I changed so that. British Columbia would 
receive what she was entitled lo it would 
he better lo slay as they were. 

British Columbia gels $300,000 from 
the federal government annually, bill in 
return the Dominion governnienl has a 
tract of land in the Peace I Hver 
disiriei and the provincial government 
has also const rucletl many miles of rail- 
ways for which no federal return has 
been made. If the federal government 



would drop their claims on the hind In 
the Peace River district it might he 
something, but even tins had not been 
done. If something were not done the 
taxes of British Columbia would in- 
crease till the residents of the province 
would be unable to stand it. 

He pointed out that ill Quebec and 
the Maritime provinces the Dominion 
government had expended much money, 
while in British Columbia a wharf has 
been built at Hardy bay, another at 
Ladysinith and a breakwater at Sidney. 
If the people of British Columbia nc- 
cepted the paltry sum lliat is offered 
they were a different class than he took 
them for. 

"If we cannot get justice at Ottawa 
we con at London; mid we will get it."

Lloyd's, pas- 
senger accommodation for net less than 20 
first class and loo 'tween deck passen- 
gers; service to begin within six months 
of Hie dine of contract, 1J round voyages 
per milium must he performed, average 
late of vnya.gi-s must lie in, i less than ten 
knots, freight rates are subject in tlie con- 
trol of tihe minister of this department. 
No dlscrUnlnnCon directly or Indirectly 
against Canadian merchants or shippers 
will lie allowed, and l.hcy are lo Wave 
precedence ovot all other merchants ami 
shippers. Freight rates on southbound

Cook Refused to Leave Wreck- 
Vessel Is Completely 
Broken Up 



The steamer Salvor, of the British 
Columbia Salvage Company, reached 
Esquimau last night with Chief Offi- 
cer Langkovv, tlie second mate and six 
other survivors nf the wrecked bark- 
entine Skagit, which lay dismasted and 
with Hie starboard side pounded out, 
a hopeless wreck, wlilcb every suc- 
ceeding sea was fast Breaking into 
matchwood mi the rocks of the west- 
ern point of Clo-oose Bay. The body 
of the cook, a Jamaican negro of about 
70 years, name unknown, was also 
brought by the Salvor. Those who 
arrived were: Chief Officer Uang- 
kow. J. Schultit, O. Kruger, O. Devaney, 
M. Johnson, J. Westalr, A. Ellsen and 
I. Schlossor. 

Chief Officer Langkow, describing 
;lu> disaster, said: "We should nil 
have been saved. The captain was 
too eager; If be bad c'alted with us 
lie would have reacljed the rocks' all 
right, but he was washed under the 
vessel and no one saw mm again. The 
cook wouldn't leave the vessel. Two 
of us went on board m get him, but 
he wouldn't leave, and the last thing 
we saw of him was when he was 
standing near Hie house aft, seemingly 
da/.cd.

A telephone message was received from 
Caretaker Campbell stating thai It was Im- 
possible to gauige the water correctly owing 
to the large ipianilty running over the weir 
and ihe asked thai assistance be sent-. Mil 
to raise Hie weir higher. In response to 
(his request Engineer Topp hied himself 
to Mlllst renin early yesterday morning ami 
soon saw that what Ihe caretaker had said 
was corrpct. 

When seen last evening, Mr. Topp said 
there would be no trouble in securing a 
sufficient supply of water from M Illst re.:i ,n - 
all that was required were dams to hold 
it when It conies. 

Yesterday a stream fully 15 feet wide 
anil :tl Inches deep was running over t.'lio 
weir, and although the gauges are sup- 
posed to n-glster ao,000,(X)0 «alluns, the 
quantity going over was far In excess of 
that aanouut.

"We wore from San Francisco for 

Gamble, the h i port, with about 700 

cases of canned goods, and had left 
the Golden Gate on the 13th. We had 
good weather until wh came off the 
Straits, when It was I, towing strong 
from the southwest cl nd there was 
thick rain. It was pitch dark — one 
of those black nights when you 
couldn't see your hand if you held it 
In front of you. 

"About ■> o'clock in the morning the 
. aptaln saw a light. He thought It 
was Carmanah and wore to work Into 
the strait; hut I guess It must hava 
been ('ape Beale he had seen. Ho 
thought we were into the straits, hut 
when we struck wo were still west- 
ward of Carmanah. The watch had 
just been called at 3:. r >5 a- m., anil most 
of th.- iu"ii wete dressing, when, with- 
out warning, tin- SkaiHt piled onto the 
rorks. Nn one had a suspicion of 
danger before the vessel struck with a 
heavy crash, head on. X» one heard 
breaker:; or had any Idea but Hint the 
vessel was headed up the straits. 

"There was a man on lb" lookout, 
but he saw nothing: and you couldn't 
wonder at that. It was as thick as 
mush with the rain, though I don't 
think there was a fog. When she 
Btruck, most of the watch was mi deck. 
The others tumbled up quickly, partly 
dressed. Some were with hare feet. 

"The crash of the contael was so 
heavy that it broughi uovvn the foro- 
topmasl and topgallant mast, nnd then 
the mainmast and the mlzzert came 
down. Th" sen pounded heavily 
agalnsl 'he starboard side, swinging 
the vessel in broadside with her port 
side to the rocks and hurting her con- 
siderably. Tli" seas began at once to 
break over, drenching all hands with 
Hie cold spray. 

"We were all lift, clinging to the 
hou3e, and wet from head to foot. We 
shivered with cold, and tried lo shelter 
In th" cabin. Soon, though. Ihe ves- 
sel's starboard side began lo break: 
first t ho bulwarks stove in, and then 
th" planks began lo go. it seemed 
as though th" stern would be broken 
nut. and I decided to gel forward. This 
was difficult, as the seas sweeping over 
the waist threatened to lift anyone 
overboard. 

"'Come nn, boys,' ! shouted, and 
most nf Lhem followed me. only Cap- 
tain Hose and two men remained aft. 
Soon dawn began to appear — after we 
had waited for about two hours — and 
we saw the rocks about fjfteen feet or 
thereabouts from Hie wreck. 

One man, the carpenter, John John- 
son, who hud a llfebell on. tried to 
jump onto the rooks from Hie bow- 
when lie saw them ' lose, bul the ves- 
sel swung and he dropped into the sea. 
lie must have been in the water for 
about twenty minutes, and was badly 
i iil and bruised by knocking against 
th" vessel and tlie rocks, amongst 
wreckage, before we finally got a line 
on him and hauled him mi hoard again. 
He was badly Injured, and was dazed 
ami about played nut. 

"Wlille we were endeavoring to get 
him out, Captain Hose Jumped over- 
board from the mlzze.i stays and went 
Into the water. He had no life-pre- 
server. 1 believe he landed on the 
rock, but was swept down by the bank 
wash and dlsappeareo under the stern 
of the vessel. I guess ho must have 
been hold under there. In some way. 

"It was all excitement at that time, 



and It Is difficult to remember what 
was done. The noise and roar of the 
seas breaking over us, the crashing of 
the wreck as it pounded against the 
rocks, the clang of the fallen spars 
hammering against the vessel's side, 
drowned all talk, ana it was difficult 
to hear nny speaking— or shouting, for 
that matter. 

"Anyhow, I saw the ship was break- 
ing up, and I said: 'Boys, we've got 
to try to get on the rocks.' 

" ' We can't do It,' said one of the 
men. 

" ' We must,' said I, and I put a line 
on myself and Jumped. I landed an 
the rocks all right. So did some of 
the others, but two or me men landed 
In the water and they had a bad time, 
being cut and knocked about before 
we could get them upon the rocks. We 
got over the side and hung to the ves- 
sel with a line as she swung, so as to 
Jump as she rolled over shoreward. 

"The cook at this time was still near 
the house. Me wouldn't come for- 
ward or try to leave the ship. Some 
of the men tried to get him to Jump, 
but he wouldn't. We told him he'd 
drown If he didn't, and be said he 
didn't care. He was an old man. col- 
ored, about 70 years or age. He told 
me lie was a Jamaican. 

"We left him on board, and when 
daylight showed the shoreline we made 
our way to the land. There was a 
stretch of water, about 250 feet wide, 
with a strong tide running, about 
waist deep, that we had to cross to 
reach the shore. We found some 
wreckage when we got there, and some 
canvas. With this we built a .shelter. 
If we had any matches we might have 
been able lo make a tire to dry our- 
selves. As It was, we remained in the 
shelter, getting what warmth we could 
and cuddling from the rain. 

"After being there aoout two hours, 
noticing that it was low water. 1 and 
Long John — his name's Kruger — went 
back and made our way on hoard the 
wreck again. We found the cook still 
standing there againsi Hie house. He 
seemed to be in a daze) and still refused 
to leave. He said he didn't core for 
his life. We left him there. 

"When we made our way back we 
found some tracks in the sand, and 
followed them. We came to a creek, 
which was too deep and too wide to 
cross, and had to turn back. More 
wreckage had come ashore, and we 
were able to make our shelter belter. 
It must have been two hours before 
we finished work on the shelter, and 
we were sitting around, when we heard 
a dog bark. Then we started out. two 
men going one way and two tlie other. 
While we were shouting to each other 
we attracted the attention of an In- 
dian, a young fellow called Indian 
George, and he directed us to Clo- 
oose, where D. Logan, the lineman, and 
his wife (how thankful we all are tn 
them for their kindness to us) gave 
us food and dry clothes, and places to 
sleep. 

"In Hie morning ihe Salvor came and 
we were taken off on board that vessel, 
where we were treated kindly indeed. 
Captain Harris and his crew couldn't 
do enough for us. They are line fel- 
lows. The Quadra arrived from Bam- 
Held in the morning, too. and the tugs 
borne and Richard Holyoke were 
there None nf those vessels could 
do anything to save the Skagit, how- 
ever. She is broken up. practically 
In halves; the masts are out of her 
and the starboard side is completely 
gone. The old barkentine looks what 
she Is — a hopeless wreck. 

"Captain Campbell, who came from 
the Salvor, got. Indians to get the 
cook's body, but they couldn't find that 
of the captain. lie brought off the I 
cook's body to the Salvor. Logan ex- 
pected the captain's body would come | 
ashore, unless It is entangled In the 
seaweed. He lias Indians searching! 
for .it , | 

Captain Rose was a fine old gentle- 
man and had been at sea nearly all his 
life. He succeeded Captain Robert- 
son, who riled at sea last spring, as I 
master of Hie Skagit, which was owned | 
by the Paget Sound Lumber Company 
of Port Gamble, for which we were J 
taking some canned goods from SnnA 
Francisco, and were to take another 
lumber cargo south." 

A special despatch from Clo-oose 
says: "The body of Captain Ruse has 
not yet been found. Men are out look- 
ing for It. Lineman D. Logan says 
he expects Ihe body lo come ashore It 
not caught in tlie seaweed or wreck- 
age The Indians have been over the 
wreck. They say there Is little left 



but a little salt meat and some ropes. 
The wreckage of the vessel is strewn 
along the beach for a distance of four 
miles. Mr. Logan thinks Clo-oose Is 
the place for a lifeboat." 

Captain Harris of the Salvor, which 
brought Hie survivors, said the wreck 
Is right on shore, having struck the 
western point of the entrance to Clo- 
oose Bay. Had she gone on the reef 
at tlie eastern side, it is doubtful If 
any of the men would have escaped. 
The vessel was a Bed-looking object 
having hud her starboard side battered 
out. 

The Salvor was met by an under- 
taker, and the body of the cook wns 
removed to tlie city. The survivors 
were taken to the' Queen's Hotel. One 
of them, J. Westein, was suffering from 
an attack or fever. Two others showed 
cuts about the head and face, and had 
their legs Injured. All had lost all 
their possessions beyond what they 
stood in when the disaster took place. 
This morning they will be taken In 
charge by United States Consul A. E. 
Smith and sent to their homes. It is 
probable that arrangements will be 
made to have Hie cook burled here. 
The Drowned Shipmastsr 

Captain Lewis William Rose, who 
was drowned afler Hie wreck of the 
barkentine Skagit, of which he had 
command, was a resident of Seattle, 
where Mrs. Rose, his widow, resides. 
He was well known, having been en- 
gaged for years in tlie coastwise trade. 
Mrs. Rose believes that the captain, as 
an expert swimmer, would have been 
able to save his life but for a severe 
Injury to one of his hips a few years 
ago which troubled him greatly. While 
making a voyage to South Africa on 
the hark Palmyra seven years ago he 
was caught in a severe typhoon, a 
large wave throwing htm heavily 
against the rail, dislocating a hip. 
Contrary winds delayed the bark for 
IS days before she was able to make 
port, during which time he was with- 
out medical attention. 

But for his ability as a swimmer the 
captain would have lost his life a few- 
years ago In tlie wrecK of his vessel 
off Cape Howe, on the Australian 
coast, twelve men losing their lives, 
he and the cabin boy being the only 
ones to escape. 

In May, 1845, Captain Rose was born 
on Ihe waters three clays out from 
X"W York city, and the waters have 
taken him home after 50 years of con- 
tinual service on tac ocean In the 
capacity of cabin hoy. quartermaster, 
idiot and master. When 11 years old 
he ran away from home to take to th" 
sea. much against the will of his par- 
ents. 

The captain had in his career sailed 
steam and sail vessels in every pari 
of Hie ocean a deep-sea ship can go, 
and had made many a trip around the 
world. For twelve years lie was In 
command of some of t lie finest trans- 
Atlantic vessels plying between N'ew 
Vnrk city and Great Britain. He 
held master's papers both in England 
and the United Stntes. From the runs 
on the Atlantic lie was transferred, at 
his request, to the African trade. 
Friends of Hie captain are unable tn 
recall more than a few of the ships 
b" had commanded. The Star of 
France, bark Palmyra. Mount Wash- 
ington, hark Klickitat and barkentine 
Skagil were some of his ships. 

Captain and Mrs. Rose were married 
IS years ago at Los Angeles. Cal. He 
was Ihe first master lo carry a cargo 
■ if lumber lo Redondo, ''al. Mrs. Rose 
accompanied her husnand on his voy- 
aggs for seven years after their mar- 
riage, the last trip being to Japan with 
tlie Mount Washington, which was 
condemned as unsenworthy nt Yoko- 
hama, 

Mrs. Rose says they passed through 
hurricanes, typhoons and terrible 
storms n great many times, hut that 
she never worried, as the captain was 
regarded by his company' as an expert 
commander. On his last trip home 
the parting wards he spoke to his 
wife were for her not to worry un- 
necessarily if a severe storm should 
blow up while he was coming home. 
Brothers survive him In Montana, 
Pennsylvania and Sweden.

li. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of 
the so Id Corporation to dispose of the said 
debentures at a rate below par, nnd to 
authorize the Treasurer to pay out of the 
Films so raised by the sale of the said de- 
bentures, all expenses connected with the 
preparation and lithographing or the de- 
bentures and coupons, or any discount or 
commission or oilier charges Incidental to 
the sale or the snld debentures.

10 This By-Law shall, before the final

"Water Work's $300,000 Loan By-Law,
